Saw Great Fire of Saloniea—

The following very Interesting let- 
ter was received by a member of tha 
stuff of the University from a woman 
doctor who is now serving with the 
British Force* at Saloniea. 

My Dear , 1 was so pleased to 

have your letter a week or two (go. 
It had followed me round to my 
present abode— Cist General Hospital, 
British Saloniea Force. We have 
been here since July in a cam.n on 
the plains of Macedonia, with a glori- 
ous view of distarjt mountains Jl 
round: among them Is Olympus, which 
been snow-capped nearly all the 
time. If it were not for the restric- 
tions of active service, w» "iuld have 
a glorious time here,, but as it is, wo 
cannot be absent from camp, for long 
enough to enable us to climb to the 
top of the nearest range of hills, and 
to those who love long walks this is 
most tantalizing. However, our ob- 
ject In coming here was not to enjoy 
ourselves! The work is vory much 
like it was at St. Patrick's, Malta- 
plenty of It after ri^convoy has come 
In, and then a period of slackness. 

The hot weather was appalling, and 
what with ~s files, and grasshoppers,' 
and frogs, and mosqûytoes, one seemed 
to get no peace day or night. Bui 
tlCjW H is like warm spring weather 
at homo. We are warned of the bit-' 
Ing wind that comes later, but X would 
ulways rather freeze than frlszle. 
The gales are certainly torrifci here, 
but only once so far'has my own (ont 
been blown down; then some of us 
were homeless for three days. Luck- 
ily we had some empty wards, which 
sheltered us at "night, and' one o£ our 
mess nuts remained standing, so wo 
kept that for meals. One does ]on„-- 
for something more substantial than 
canvas lu lie under during these tre- 
mendous rainfalls and winds. 

You will havo heard of the great 
fire in Saloniea. We saw the flames 
In the distance, but had no idea what 
extensive damage was being done. 
Tho British army took over the man- 
agement of three camps for refugees. 
I was detailed for duty at one of 
them for a short time, 1 must say 
I did not enjoy it. We were working 
against such hopeless odds. Imagl.ie 
about 5,00» people, living In small 
huts, one or two families in each. It 
was my duty to go round and visit 
the sick and dying In these stifling 
huts. The sun was unbearably hot at 
tho time,, but in spite of that the re- 
latives of the sick flocked after me

HAS ILLUSTRIOUS CAREER. 

Impresaive Ceremony Took Place 
Last Night in Congregational 

College. 



Last uighi the Congregational Col- 
lege honoured itself In doing honour 
to Principal D. L. Ritchie, of Not- 
tingham Theological College, by con- 
ferring upon him the degree Of Doc- 
tor of Divinity. Principal Ritchie for 
the past three months has been les- 
turing in Homiletics to the Theologi- 
cal students of "the federated colleges. 

After the opening exercises of 
Hymn, Prayer and Scripture, ■ Dr. 
Warrlner, Acting Principal of the 
Congregational College, expressed, his 
delight at this opportunity of telling 
how much professors and student.* 
appreciated this visit.- of Principal 
Ritchie. The students had found him 
an ever accessible, and experienced 
brother, and oi\e ever ready to Rive 
help and inspiration from his great 
experience. Speaking for himself, 
Dr. Warrlner said that it was a pleas- 
ure to be associated with such a. fine 
Christian, diameter. 

He" then called upon Mr. J. R. 
Dougall, on'o of (he Governors cf the 
Congregational College, to present the 
reasons for the gathering. 

Mr". Dougall then made the follow- 
ing statement as proof of Principal 
Ritchie's qualifications for the do- I 
grec, and this showed Principal | 
Ritchie well worthy of the high honor, j 

Principal Ritchie was- educated at 
Forfar Academy, Scotland, Edinburgh | 
University and University' Theological 
Hall. His first charge was at Dum- 
fcrmlinc, whence after seven years'' 
ministry he was called to succeed Dr. 
j. H. Jowctt, at St. James' Church, 
Newcastle-6n-Tyne. 

.In 1902 he was offered the Prlncl- 
palship of tho College at Nottingham, 
but at first declined. On the offer 
being pressed upon him again he ac- 
cepted, and began work as Professor 
of T'ieology nnd Principal of the Col- 
lege in January, 1908. 

In Scotland Principal Ritchie was 
editor of "The .Young Herald," and 
for a time Chairman of the Govc-nors 
'of the Congregational Theological 
Hall. He has always been an educa- 
tionalist, and for 28 years has been a 
member of school boards for Dum- 
fermllne and Ncwcastle-on-Tyne, and 
now for the city of Nottingham. He 
has given special courses of lecturos 
on Religious Pedagogy in Liverpool 
and Sheffield Universities, ', and in 
Nottingham University. . 

He Is ex-President of the Sundiy 
School Union of England and Walol, 
and Is at present chairman of the

BRAVE ROUMANIA HAS 



Lieutenant Ioanidu Tells of Life 
and Condition* in That 
" Country. 



The following account of conditions 
in Roumanla has been received from 
Lieut. I. C. Ioanidu, special envoy of 
Queen Marie of Roumanla to Amer- 
ica. • Lieut. Ioanidu has seen active 
service in the present war, and has 
been wounded. He needs no intro- 
duction to McGill students, as he was 
one of those who helped to make the 
Medical Society Dance the great suc- 
cess it was, 

On August 28th, 1916", Roumanla, en- 
tered the war, following a 48-hour ul- 
timatum given them by the Russian 
Government, Sturmer being the. Prime 
Minister of Russia at that time. 

Within the last few days Roumanla 
has received a second ultimatum from 
the Bolshevikl party to accept the 
three months' armistice proposed by 
Germany and her Allies. 

On the Roumanian front to-day 
there are 40(1,000 Roumanian soldiers 
fighting with Russian troops who ap- 
prove the attitude of the Bolshevikl 
party. These Russian troops' are 
mixed with the Roumanian troops, so 
that when the- Russians accepted the; 
armistice It was Impossible for the 
Roumanians not to do so. 

The Roumanian Government oppos- 
ed the armistice, and when t'ney did 
so the Bolshevikl party threatened to 
send troops against Jassy, which la 
the temporary capital of Roumanla. 

All the conditions Roumanla asked 
for In connection with the armistice 
were accepted by the German' govern- 
ment, except the one that the Ger- 
man troops .fighting against Rou- 
manla must not be withdrawn during 
the armistice to fight against Britain

The Food Problem Worthy of Serious Consideration in the Present 
Criais— Would Substitute Poultry for More Expensive Meats— 
Macdonald Man Wounded.

THE ROOTERS' CLUB. 




The practice of tlic Rooters' Club held last night in tlic Union, 
while an encouraging sign of the existence of the right kind of spirit 
at McGill, was rather a disappointment to many, in that so few men 
were ftfund to tiirn out. The hour had been selected as the one, at 
Avhich most of the students would be able to appear at the Union, 
prior to the C. O. T. C. drill, and it was generally felt that if the 
meeting did not prove a success the fault would not rest with those 
in chafge. Hence it was aii unpleasant surprise to discover' that less 
than fifty undergraduates were there at the appointed time to re- 
hearse, for the coming game on Tuesday. 

Those who did turn up made up for their lack of numbers by 
the vigorous fashion in which they went to work to learn and sing 
the Songs and parodies which went to make the occasion of the sec- 
ond Laval game last year such a memorable one, and for these men 
wo ha ve nothing but praise. It is to the remainder of the student 
body,- to those who were found wanting in college spirit, that we 
address ourselves to-day. 

What we should like to say is this. If the thing is worth doing 
at all, it is worth doing well. There is no sense or logic in having a 
few supporters turn out next week to 'root' for old McGill while 
the rest of us arc spending the evening in seeking amusements of a 
more selfish kind, and then complaining that tho team does not seem 
to be playing up to form. The volume and energy of the encour- 
agement supplied by the "rooters" count for a great deai in anj 
game, and particularly in hockey, where a few minutes can 
change the whole aspect of affairs. The one and only way to en- 
sure proper support for tho team wearing the red and white 
throughout the season is to start things right by making the first 
.contest an overwhelming success in every way. 

It is quite likely that a number of students may say in answer 
to our statements that they intend to appear at thp Arena on 
Tuesday to cheer on the team, although they did not turn out to 
the rehearsal last night. For the benefit of these, we should like 
to point out that support which is not properly guided and organ- 
ized is next to useless. A baud of a hundred well-trained "root- 
ers," who have their songs and "yells" by heart, and are work- 
ing perfectly together, can make an undisciplined rabble of five 
hundred look foolish. The former know just what they are about 
and have confidence in themselves; the latter simply foil one an- 
other's efforts, and help to confuse the players, rather than to put 
heart into them. It is this very effectiveness of organized sup 
port that accounts for the frequent success of college teams over 
outside ones. 

Let us hope, then, that from now on every student in the col- 
lege will take an active interest in the hockey team, and will show 
himself ready to undergo a little personal inconvenience in order 
that the University may benefit. It is surely not very much to ask 
of a man that when McGill has a team entered in the City League 
which has the brightest prospects of capturing the championship, 
he should give up a little of his time towards making the members 
of that team feel that they have the backing of the whole , eol 
lege. ' 



A NATIONAL PROBLEM. 

' It is obvious to all that the longer 
the war lasts tho more sarious will 
become the, food situation, but appar- 
ently it Is not yet obvious to all Can- 
adians that ■tlu- food problem at the 
present time Is indeed a very serious 
one. The great shortage of food in 
Europe is so serious that without 
importation from America many sec- 
tions of Europe would soon starve. It 
Is not only the civil population of the 
Allied countries to whom we owe a 
living, but more particularly our re- 
sponsibility rests in supplying the 
.soldiers with the necessities of life. 
Could any true citizen of Canada wish 
to see the soldiers of France, Italy, 
Ureat Britain or Canada in want? A 
thousand times no; but the truth is 
the soldiers of the Allied countries 
are in want. 

Tho soldiers need an abundant sup- 
ply of beef und bacon, and the re- 
sponsibility of "ensuring the necessary 
supply of these rests peculiarly upon 
Canada and the United States. 
Strenuous efforts are being put for 
ward toward the increased beef and 
bacon production, and important aï 
that undertaking Is, there Is another 
way in which the people of Canada 
can help beef and hacon toward win- 
ning the war. That other way is to 
use substitutes for beef and bacon, 
and one of the best substitutes la 
poultry. 

At the present time poultry Is one 
of the cheapest meat foods available 
It is cheap compared with the ma- 
jority of other staple meat foods, and 
it should bo used far more In Cana 
dian homes than Is the case at pres- 
ent. Moreover, poultry production 
can be increased more readily than 
can beef or bacon production, and tn 
many cases poultry meat Is one of 
the cheapest foods to produce. There 
Is an enormous supply of dressed 
poultry in Canada at the present 
time. This is accounted for In the 
fact that there was an extensive de- 
velopment of the poultry industry in 
1916 and 1916, exportations decreased 
very materially, while consumption 
remained about normal. If poultry 
meat was looked upon as a staple ar- 
ticle of diet, as it should be, home 
consumption would increase consid- 
erably. 

One outstanding feature of the 



meat can and should be used as a 
substitute for beef and bacon. It be- 
comes our Imperative duty to eat 
more poultry, whether we like it or 
not. The increased consumption of 
poultry has become a matter of eco- 
nomic and national Importance. We 
must look at this as well as many 
other questions from the standpoint 
of the soldiers In the trenches. Eat 
more poultry to save more beef and 
bacon.

J. H. Butler, Agriculture *19, lost 
his right eye while doing signalling 
work In France. Butler went over- 
seas with a draft of the T9th Battery 
last spring. In a letter he tells how 
they worked all night laying com- 
munication lines, and when returning 
to the trench at 6 a.m., he was struole 
in the eye by a stray piece of lead. 
The eye was so badly damaged that 
it had to be removed.

ly Interpreters were some of tho chil- 
dren, the youngest of whom knew 
some French. Those under ten or 
twelvo have been taught French at 
the schools, but the people talked di- 
verse tongues — Greek, Turkish and 
Spanish, Yiddish and Italian being the 
commonest. Salonlca must be one of 
the most cosmopolitan cities in the 
world.

We are getting plenty of food here, 
and we must be better off than they 
are at home; at any rate for bread, 
tea, sugar and meat. We have had 
no butter or eggs since we came, and 
vegetables and fruit are very scarce. 
When the Jam falls, as H sometimes 
does, we are reduced to only bread 
for breakfast and tea. There is never 
any shortage of bully beef and bis- 
cuits, but we soon tire of them.

Tho Seniors 
represented by the Messrs. Arnold and 
Kelsall, upheld the affirmative, and 
tho Juniors, represented by Messrs. 
Henry and Kutzman, the negative. 
The subject proved to be an exceed- 
ingly popular one, and was keenly 
and well debated. 

The affirmative's main point of ar- 
gument was that increased production 
was the greatest duty falling on this 
country to-day, and maximum price 
fixing was undesirable, because it 
would tend to discourage production. 
This point was definitely established, 
and on it hinged the issue of the de- 
bate. 

The negative's main point was that 
unfixed prices maintain unstableness, 
and fixed prices stabilize the'economic 
situation. 

The decslon of the judges was 
unanimously in favor of the affirma 
tive. The official score was 70 points 
for the affirmative and 58 points for 
the negative side. The criticism ren-

and its Training." He has- also three 
times visited France and Flandeu for 
long periods — ' the last nearly four 
months — as a. preacher and lectur- 
er to the trobps. 

After the conferment of the degree 
by Dr. "YVarriner, Acting Principal, 
Dr. D. L. Ritchie thanked tho sen- 
ate for being thus honoured. He said 
that he felt that' this honour must 
have been conferred as an honour to 
the great Congregational Union .of 
England and Wales, which for the 
time, he represented on the Western 
Continent or else, ta the college 
over which he had- the honour of pre- 
siding, more than to himself. Only 
one thing would he say, that since 
the days of his youth he had been 

; : : . . 



associated with Theological Colleges, 
and had always been zealous for uti 
efficiently trained ministry. In this 
connection he referred to tho honour- 
able place which the Congregational 
Church and College held, in Canada. 

They were tjje second Protestant 
denomination to come into the Do- 
minion, and their college was first 
to receive a charter and to be af- 
filiated with. MeGIlt in 1864. Their 
history showed that in the use of 
their charter they had been zealous 
to maintain a high standard, and to 
provide a learned and Godly minis- 
try for the churches. 
. Turning to the future, he held that 
all thoughtful men must have their 
eyes on the horizon to-day, in tho 
hope of catching the first signs of a 
better morrow. ' This war must be re» 
garded as marking an epoch in the 
history of the world; let it be hoped 
a watershed in history at the back 
of which would lie many of the ugly 
things of the 19th , century civiliza- 
tion, and on this side a grander and 
better day for the whole world. 

To thoughtful men the immeasur- 
able calamity of this war was the 
direct . and inevitable outcome of a 
practical materialism. Men were ut- 
terly blind If now they failed, to see ' 
that materialism was but building ou 



sand and with sand. Only in the 
spiritual could men find the solid, 
rock on which to form a new civili- 
zation. In God, men' and nations 
had to find the secret, and. the bond 
of unity. A , church in some form 
must continue to play a greater part 
than ever in the history, of the 
world. It might not be eccleslaatlclsm 
as wo know It, but the assembly of 
faithful men and women was more 
necessary than ever, ; and the church, 
If she is to live, must have a theo- 
logy. She must strive to be not only 
in name, 'but ,in fact, tho queen of 
the selénees, as Bacon described her. 
All science must bring tribute to her 
feet, and she must be prepared to re- 
ceive it gladly, and' to.use.it worthily. 

Thus he rejoiced that this college 
has connection with McGlll Univer- 
sity, which has an honorable name 
in the" world, and In some ways, 
through this war and her services to' 
the Empire, now has a eliinlng name. 
He was glad they had this connec- 
tion, especially as a University with- 
out some relation 'to Theology was 
like a headless body. 

But Theology must be progressive: 
as a solence, . she must be ready lo 
rejoice in and Incorporate all truth:. 

The .hlstortq .creeds were great sym- 
b'ols, ".>ut Vtter all they were only 




monuments of the thoughts of past 
ages; in nearly every Instance only 
the great common measure of agree- 
ment in a Christian . assembly. Thay 
should be regarded as milestones on 
the road. He was afraid they had 
sometimes been made: mlllstonos 
around the neck? of Theology — cof- 
fins of the faith rather than wit- 
nesses of a faith that was once liv- 
ing—and which may now 'bo out- 
worn. 

Increasing knowledge meant a 
deepening, creed, mayhap a creed 
simplified, for here, as in other things, 
the marks of progress wore first sim- 
ple, through the complex' to the sim- 
ple. 

- In the past, they had, intelloctu.il- 
ism, though recently they had done 
much to sentimentalize . It. To-day 
and to-morrow came ■ with a great 
challenge . fearlessly to moralize It,

this demanded efficiency' In minis- 
terial training, and 'he held' that m 
ln~"Scotland In the days that were 
post, the ministry must, be trained 
for -its workj as effectively as the 
lawyer or the doctor were trained for 
their professions. Whatever elso he" 
may be, the minister muit be the 



first Theologian among hia people. 
He must know thoroughly 'his Chris- 
tianity, and be a bold expert in re- 
lating it to ail the facts of life. 

Turning to preaching, which had 
been his chief business In Montreal, 
he' showed wliat a future lay before 
It If only churches would contrive to 
get what Carlyle called "the speak- 
ing- man, than whom In any com- 
munity no one was more worthy his 
bread and cheese." 

.But to-morrow " would . demand 
preaching of the highest order, a 
fearless handling of the truth and 
prophetic application of it to the eco- 
nomic and civil, as well as to the 
personal in life. 

That' meant mayhap, some new 
studies, such as psychology of preach- 
ing, social psychology, and a new 
method of presentation alike on the 
apologetic and dogmatic sides, and a 
thorough mastery by the minister rt 
all the methods of handling truth, 

Jistoricall;-, psychologically logical, 
nd In tho true sense dogmatic, 
- The speaker ended in a hopeful 
note. For a monent things were 
dark. The night was long and dark, 
and .mayhap the watchmen were 
somewhat uncertain In their assur- 
ance, of the better day. But the lurid

■RAVE ROUMANIA HAS ACCEPT- 
ED ARMISTICE. 
(Cttlnu., fret» ,., 



and her other Allies, and this la now 
under consideration by General Mac. 
kensen, who is in charge of tho Ger- 
man operations on the Roumanian 
front. 

This armistice Is far from meaning 
that Roumania will make a separate 
peace. Roumania has sacrificed her- 
self and lier people for the great ideas 
for which the Allies stand,' and only 
when these Ideas have been brought 
to a realization will Roumania st >p 
fighting. 

King Ferdinand I. of Roumania. who 
Is the commander-in-chief of his 
army, has sent a message to the Al- 
lies to the effect that Roumania wilt 
not make a separate peace, and a 
similar message was brought from 
him to President Wilson by the Am- 
erican Red Cross Commission, which 
has just returned to the United 
States. These messages guarantee 
the loyalty of Roumania. 

A three months' armistice at this ' 
time of the year doea not mean very 
much, for practically no fighting can 
be done in Roumania during the 
winter, where the thermometer often 
falls to forty below zero. And one 
of the reasons why Roumania accept- 
ed the armistice was because RussU, 
In addition to threatening to send 
troops to Jaasy, threatened to allow 
no .more guns, ammunition, medlcf) 
supplies, food or clothing; to paai 
through Ruasia en route to Roumania. 

While this armistice is on is the 
time for Canada and the United 
SUtes to aend help to Roumania, in 
the form of condensed milk and othar 
canned goods, children's clothfng; 
boots, bed quilts, yarn and any ma- 
terials of which clothing can be mad*. 
And help Is. needed more now than 
ever, with winter staring them in the 
face. 

Since the arrival of Lieut. I. C. 
loanidu, special envoy of Queen Marie 
-of Roumania to America, in Mont- 
real, an organisation has been formed 
called "The Roumanian Relief Work," 
and a clearing house has been estab- 
lished In Rooms 442 and 451 In tly* 
old Birka Building, Phillips Place, 
and an appeal Is now made that food, 
clothing, medical supplies, shall he 
sent there for shipment to Roumania. 
Mr. B. B. Stevenson has accepted 
the honorary treasurership, and dona- 
tions of money should be sent to him 
in care of the Royal Bank of Canada 
St. James Street, Montreal. 

With the armistice in force, trans- 
porUtion is made much easier, and 
the help which is sent promptly will 
make Roumania stronger for the of- 
fensive, whloh will begin next spring, 
at the conclusion of the armistice;

Military budges have been worn a 
great deal since the war, and not only 
by <He men in khaki. Almost every 
girl wears a copper or brass pin dec- 
orated with Hie insignia of arms of 
3ome regiment. Recently there has 
appeared a new badge on the dreds 
of a few girls, ono which docs not 
signify that others are serving her, 
but that she has done her, bit of ser- 
vice, too. The words on the pin, 
"Farm Service Corps," printed above 
the representation of a girl support- 
ing Canada's coat-of-arms, on the 
right, and a sheaf of wheat on the 
left, explain that she has been a Na- 
tionnl Service worker, sharing the re- 
iponsibilitles of war. 

Last year National Service cards 
were signed by tjio men of Canada; 
and in Ontario the cdlloge women 
volunteered for National Service. On- 
tario was making an experiment; the 
Government was making the venture 
of organizing college women for work 
on the farms during the long vaca- 
tion. Kumoura of the enthusiasm 'n 
Ontario awakened an interest In the 
eastern colleges; and soon the women 
of the Royal Victoria were filled 
with a desire to join the students of 
other colleges and spend their vaca- 
tion on the land. 

A few girls, utter making further 
inquiries ubout the project, sent I" 
their applications to the Public La- 
bour Branch of the Ontario Govern- 
ment; aifd in a week's time they re- 
ceived a final note, which read as 
follows: "Accepted! Be prepared to 
go to Beamsviile about June the 
first." It was rather a shock to find 
that there was V> be no more debat- 
ing, and considering about becomlny 
frull-plckers; the enthusiastic collego 
girls had been accepted, and they 
were to go to Beamsviile. The namo 
of the town, village, or hamlet, was 
not prepossessing; .and after much 
searching through appendixes, gazet- 
eers and railway tables, It was dis- 
covered that Beamsviile was a small 
village- on the lake shore; that It 
counted about one thousand Inhabi- 
tants, and that it had a main street, 
a telephone system, a telegraph of- 
fice, and a railway station. 

The weather Influenced the calcu- 
lations of the government, and It was 
July the first before the fruit-pick- 
ers wont to Beamsviile. Much cor- 
respondence had been carried on be- 
tween the embryo farmerettes » and 
the authorities, mostly pertaining to 
equipment, uniform and accommoda- 
tion. It was learned that the girls 
would live In "hostels" on the lake 
shore, under the supervision of T. W. 
C. A. workers. " Tills Information 
prompted the query, "What Is a hos- 
tel?" and many and varied were the 
pictures in tho minds of those who 
heard that name. The general opin- 
ion was that a large frame cabin with 
upper and lower bunks, such as are 
found in a lumber camp, would bo 
the summer home of the. fruit-pick- 
ers. Those who held this view were 
surprised and delighted when- they 
discovered how very f ar astray wore 
their conjectures. 

On July the first there was an un- 
usual : number of slrls travelling , from 
Toronto to Beamsviile." Some; of' thetp 
wore acquainted, but soon ' all had 
introduced themselves as ."frult-plck* 
'ersrto-be," bound ; for", the one 'station 
— Beamsviile. Eager questions "filled 
tho short time on ■ tho < train. '-'Girls, 
Swhat will itf-ibo-llkc?" "Aren't- you 
keen to got , there?" • "Are , you jgôlng 
to stay all .summer?" and very.siion 
the train elbweii; down at Beainsylllo. 
A .huge dray, driven, by-4 fasHlpnably- 
dressed. and very good-looking, livery- 
man,-. awaited the. arrival of the. girls. 
Talking was not interrupted, but .ra- 
ther 1 onllvonedi by the . drive to. "Den- 
jhy. Hall," , which . was . learned from 
Tiif ford, the • driver,-, to be the "hps- 
:ifii" for that district. Tho girls also 
.learned -'t^at many girls were aUpady 
at' work . picking ; H trawberrl?i, and 
Tufford added that he could not be 
hired to Break his back at that job. 
The air was --refreshing, ths sceneVy 
lovely, and a.-; the sun was Jub; low- 
ering, the drive through , beautiful or- 
chards and. along the lake shore, with 
'.ho oi#lous mountain! ridge rising 
fr-.ia the lake was dolightfut \ 

The first gl.'mjse the girls ',ia4 of 
"Denny Hall" completely ceased all 
thoughts of a ljmbor shack. The 
Impression f they had was of a. lar't'e, 
old-faililonod bïick house, with «» 
Immrnsi whltfl verandah,' set hv n- 
lawn V> 'lilero.1 by avenues of croat 
old plnos. U nusit&ated the fanny t'ial 
on that lawn tennis, parties had. been 
held, »nd that through the old Col- 
onial door ladles -and gentlemen had
